Thanks for the surprise envelope package! I will bring my spreadsheets summarizing 
the Green and Brand inventories to EAC. Hopefully, we can spend some time to 
review it together. I will print out a set for you. 


Speaking of envelopes, I am trying to imagine tens of thousands of coins in Johnson's 
coin inventory. His secretary must have been VERY busy just typing out all of those 
envelopes. I would believe it if I was told he carried the largest inventory in the U.S. 
Also, I really can't imagine how Eric felt when Mr. Johnson passed away so suddenly. 
First, losing a friend and mentor; but, then having the burden as Executor of the Estate 
of disposing orderly this huge inventory. 


One thing I noticed from Johnson's FPLs was his huge emphasis on and inventory of 
foreign coins. What many people do not know is that foreign portion of Col. Green's 
collection was valued very much more that was the U. S. and Colonial portion of his 
collection. His bank note collection was valued higher than either of the coin sections 
of the collection. 


Mr. Johnson must have had a FANTASTIC memory to be such an export in so many 
different areas of numismatics. This was even more amazing given how hard it was to 
gather information on foreign material from the 1890's through the 1930's. 

I will be back in touch with you soon.

Iam having LOTS of fun digesting the Col. Green inventory I 
recently purchased. As you know, his collection was simply 
amazing. One thing that I have quickly noticed is that MUCH 
of the information about his collection and the contents of his 
collection reported as fact is simply false. 


Did the executors of Col. Green's estate have an inventory of his 
collection available for your use when you visited New York? 


Col. Green's inventory shows that he had 51,018 coins, medals 
and tokens valued at $376,799.74; 61,664 notes valued at 
$626,419.18; and $33,370.00 of Golf Certificates that were 
redeemed by the Treasury Department; and $158,256.00 of U. S. 
Notes that were redeemed at the Treasury Dept.; a total Market 
Value of $1,234,921.82. Based on my calculations, this 
valuation was low by a magnitude of at least 3 times. Of course, 
this was great for estate tax purposes and was probably 

planned! Quite honestly, I was rather shocked that Col. Green's 
collection had ONLY 51,018 coins, medals and tokens. I really 
expected that he would have had 368,000 like Brand did when 
he passed away. 


Some specific notes of interest for you: 1) The five 1913 
Nickels and the other 3 nickels were valued at $350 by F. C. C. 
Boyd. (Total estimated value of the five today is $15,750,000) 
2) The 1792 Washington Lettered Edge coins were valued at

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$100 for the Silver, $150 for the Engrailed Edge, and $1,000 for the 
Gold "Pocket Piece" (I know this one is probably your favorite coin! 
By the way, did you know that PCGS values this coin at $1 million. I 
personally think that is terribly low!) 3) The Brasher 1/2 Doubloon 
was valued at $1,500. (now valued at $4 million) 4) Col. Green 
literally had THOUSANDS of pieces of cleaned or polished gold and 
silver coins. I can't help but wonder if he was taken advantage by 
dealers this much. 5) N. E. 3 Pence valued at $20; now valued at $1 
million. 1776 "CURRENCY, E G FECIT" Silver valued at $1,000; 
now valued at $1 million. 6) Two Proof 1885 Trade $1 valued at 
$250; now valued together at $5.25 million. The list goes on and 
on...I didn't even include the 1804 $1. 


One thing I plan to do is a Current Market Value Estimate of Col. 
Green's collection. I am sure it will take a long, long while to 
complete this. I will keep you abreast of milestones I reach in my 
projects. 


I literally could write mounds of articles about Col. Green's "actual" 
holdings. I have even considered a book, probably with an 
experienced co-author. 


I have a few questions that I did not get to ask you when we visited at 
your home: 


« Had the Chase Bank trustees sold any of the coins prior to your 
purchase of the bank notes? 

« Did you and Mr. Johnson purchase all of the Colonial and U. S. 
coinage, except for the half eagle, eagles and double eagles (that 
you said Stack's bought)? 

e Did you and Mr. Johnson purchase all or any of the Foreign 
coinage? Col. Green's foreign coin holdings were simply 
fantastic, especially the gold. I know from looking at Mr. 
Johnson's fixed priced lists, that sales of foreign coins must have

been a very large part of his business. 

e Did you and Mr. Johnson purchase all or any of the Territorial 
Gold? 

e Did you and Mr. Johnson purchase all or any of the Hard Times 
Tokens? 

« Did you and Mr. Johnson purchase all or any of the Patterns? 

e Did you and Mr. Johnson purchase all or any of the Encased 
Postage? 

e Did you and Mr. Johnson purchase all or any of the Fractional 
Currency or Bank Notes? I know you told me much of the 
Fractional Currency was ruined when its trunk got wet. By far, 
the largest dollar amount of Col. Green's collection consisted of 
Bank Notes. 

If you can tell me, how much did you and Mr. Johnson pay for 
the coins you bought from Col. Green's estate? I am sure it must 
have been equivalent to a mountain of money back then! 


Specifically with regard to half cents: I noted from Col Green's 
inventory that there were 476 total half cents. I also noted that 
you and Mr. Johnson selected 126 for personal purchases. Did 
the remaining 350 half cents go into Mr. Johnson's inventory? 
Do you still have the sales invoices for the Col. Green half cents? 
When the Green coins were shipped to St. Louis, how were they 
individually identified? Did Col. Green use envelopes or 
something similar to separate and identify each coin? 


Regarding Mr. Johnson's inventory, would you hazard to guess 
how many coins, medals and tokens were in Mr. Johnson's 
inventory when he passed away? From your description of the 
coins stored in cabinets and the valuable ones stored in the bank, 
it had to be in the tens of thousands! 

« Did you sell most of Johnson's inventory in bulk lots to other 
dealers? 
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e Do you have a detail of Mr. Johnson's inventory at the time of his 
death? I would love to get a record of half cents he owned for 
my project. 


e With regard to Virgil Brand's collection, did Mr. Johnson buy 
many of the coins consigned to him for his inventory? 

e Do you still have Mr. Johnson's records of who purchased the 
Brand half cents, either from the consignment or from Johnson's 
inventory? You gave me a list of the Brand half cents, but it does 
not list who bought them. 


I could go on and on, but it would just tire both of us out.
